British War Office Statement 
On Withdrawal at Namsos 


LONDON, May 3. (AP). 
HE War Office announced tonight that the Allied forces 
re-embarked aboard their ships at Namsos Thursday and 
withdrew from that sector north of Trondheim. 


The withdrawal was carried out without loss, the com- 
munique said. 

The text of the communique: 

“In accordance with the general plan of withdrawal from the im- 
mediate neighborhood of Trondheim, Allied troops were re-embarked 
at Namsos last night. 

“The withdrawal and re-embarkation was carried out with com- 
plete success and without loss. 

(Stockholni reports said 30 were killed and 60 wounded in Nazi 
air attacks on departing troops), 

“Allied troops advancing in the Narvik area were counterat- 
tacked on May 1 and May 2 by the enemy. Both attacks were re- 
pulsed. 

“Many enemy dead were left in front of our positions and some 
prisoners were taken by the Allied troops.”

NAMSOS, Norway by Courier to 
Grong, Norway, May 2 (11:30 p. m.) 
(AP).—The British forces in the 
Namsos area are embarking tonight 
and leaving this Norwegian war 
theater north of Trondheim. The 
French already have departed. 

(Withdrawal of the Allied army 
from the Namsos area followed by 
a day the departure of the British 
from the Andalsnes sector and 
marked the end of the attempt to 
capture Trondheim from the Ger- 
mans by :«. pincers movement. 

(British and Swedish sources 
said the withdrawal from Namsos 
was carried out in good order des- 
pite heavy German bombing. This 
movement leaves all Norway to the 
Germans except the far north, 
where the British and French are 
besieging a German garrison at 
Narvik.) 

I am writing this account of the 
Allied departure in the smoke- 
filled lobby of a small hotel as I 
prepare to embark on a British 
destroyer to accompany the Brit- 
ish contingent, 

Decides to Go Along. 

Only a few minutes ago, after 
being under military arrest here 
since Wednesday, I learned that 
the British troops were embarking 
and that I had my choice either 
of staying here to meet the oncom- 
ing Germans or going with the 
British. 

Together with Arthur Menken 
and Bonney Powell, cameramen, I 
have decided to leave with the 
British. 

Frank Muto, correspondent for 
the London Daily Express, decided 
to remain. . 

The events which led up to this 
moment have been unusually excit- 
ing. 

With the other three, I went to 
Namsos Wednesday night. 


As we passed a British outpost 
into territory occupied by the 
French, we became conscious of an 
air of suppressed excitement. 
French officers were rushing about 
issuing orders to soldiers who were 
busy getting their gear together 
and then getting into marching 
formation. 


For a considerable distance along 
the road we passed marching units, 
trucks and field pieces. 

It was shimmering twilight and 
the marching groups had a ghost- 
like appearance as the men moved 
along silently. 

Arrested at Hotel. 

At Spillem Inn, a Namsos hotel, 
we asked for lodging and imme- 
diately were placed under arrest. 

We were told bluntly that we 
were not welcome visitors and 
that we were to ask no questions 
and not to move from the vicinity 
of the hotel until instructions re- 
garding us could be obtained from 
headquarters. 

At 9:30 a. m. Thursday we heard 
the roar of approaching planes 
and immediately there followed 
blasts of anti-aircraft fire. These 
airplane attacks lasted through- 
out the day, directed, we later dis- 
covered, against a ship in the har- 
bor. 

We were permitted to wander 
outside the hotel sufficiently to see 
the rush and confusion as soldiers 
checked their belongings. It was 
quite obvious something unusual 
was taking place, but such ques- 
tions as we dared to ask went un- 
answered. 

At intervals we shuddered under 
air attack, 

We had the feeling of being 
cooked in a burning prison with 
only the medley of sound such as 
war can produce to guide us as to 
what was going on. 

French Already Gone. 

Now our vigil of suspense ap- 
pears over. We just have been 
informed by a British officer that 
British troops now are boarding 
ships and that the French already 
have left. We must choose, he says, 
our individual destiny as regards 
Namasos. 

“Where,” we asked, “are you pro- 
ceeding?” 

As calmly as though he 
commenting on the weather, 
replied, “Engiand.” 

Three of us decided to go with 
the British forces who for hours 
had been embarking into launches 
for transfer to the ships in the 
harbor.

were reported to have killed 30 
persons and wounded 60. 

German a:rmen made repeated 
attacks on Namsos, spreading new 
ruin and churning the ashes and 
debris of former attacks. Build- 
ings were said to be smoldering 
and docks were tangled wreckage. 

The British were reported to have 
withdrawn last night and the 
French the night before. 

The Germans’ clean-up operations 
were moving fast, according to re- 


ports. The Swastika was unfurled 
unchallenged in town after town, 
while the Nazi troops expected only 
limited resistance from scattered 
Norwegrian troops still entrenched 
or in action. 

The Germans now have complete 
control of Trondheim and Bergen, 
two of Norway’s ehief west coast 
ports, and thus have uttained their 
goal of establishing bases in the 
North Atlantic. However, these 
were won only at the price of heavy 
sacrifices in the German naval 
forces, for which these bases might 
have been valuable. 

German Forces Moving Up. 

The German lines moved relent- 
lessly up the Glomma River valley 
toward Trondheim, scattering Nor- 
wegians before them. Roros, which 
the German advance guard had re- 
linquished once, was reported re- 
captured, 

Between Trondheim and Narvik 

lies the most barren port of Nor- 
way—a strip of choppy coastline 
and tumbled terrain with but scant 
means of communication. The only 
rail line there goes directly east 
into Sweden. 
The British and French troops in

A British officer told 
me that if I did succeed in get- 
ting through I could not get back. 
I therefore assumed something was 
going on which I was not supposed 
to witness. 
The British left great quantities 
of supplies behind them at Namsos, 
including trucks and high-wheeled 
army cars, when they embarked 
on six large transport ships which 
were escorted by several destroy- 
ers, 


Disaster at Steinkjer. 


It can now be stated freely that 
the Steinkjer fighting proved 
somewhat disastrous for the Brit- 
ish. In heavy fighting on April 
21 an entire British batallion was 
cut up by a German company, 
(A company is about one-fourth 
the size of a battalion, which 4s 
usually about 800 men.) (This en- 
gagement apparently is the same 
one described by Leland Stowe in 
an exclusive dispatch to the 
Post-Dispatch and Chicago Daily 
News on April 25.) 

What really has hindered the 
Germgns from advancing for sev- 
eral days has been the héroic de- 
fense by Norwegian’ volunteer 
units.

5. The board would have author- 
ity to appoint and control all of 
its personnel, to authorize expen- 
ditures or to determine and sup- 
port its own budget estimates. 

6. The board would be left full 
authority to make its own con- 
tacts with other governmental 
agencies but proper arrangements 
should be made with the Commerce 
Secretary to co-ordinate such con- 
tacts. 


7. The board would have its own 
legal and technical facilities,

Testimony that Mrs. Irene Cham- 
berlain, superintendent of the Rose 
Crest Nursing Home, treated the 
home’s residents in a domineering 
manner was given today at the 
habeas corpus hearing before Cir- 
cuit Judge Julius R. Nolte at Clay- 
ton at which Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Stanley Wallach is seeking to 
have seven old-age pensioners 
moved from the home. 

The witness was Mrs. Clarita 
Brooks, a nurse, who was em- 
ployed at the home from Novem- 
ber, 1939, until last March.

The American Consul attended 
the funeral of an English aviator 
(Captain Eric MclIvor) who was 
killed when his plane crashed some- 
where near Bergen on April 14. The 
American Consul handled the af- 
fairs of over 40 British prisoners in- 
terned in Bergen. 

April 23—German naval author- 
ities returned the ship’s tadio equip- 
ment and gave the master permis- 
sion to sail. A military launch led 
the way out through the mine field, 
the vessel following closely with a 
Norwegian pilot on the bridge. At 
11:47 a. m. the German launch sig- 
naled “all clear,” and the vessel 
proceeded out of the fjord, clear of 
the German mine field. About 2 p. 
m., the pilot was dropped and we 
proceeded with caution toward 
New York.

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MEXICO MENAGES 
PEACE IN AMERICA 
HENNINGS ASSERT 


Adoption of ‘Totalitarian 
Principles’ Threatens Re- 


lations With U. S. He 
Says. 


By MARQUIS W. CHILDS

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Urging 
adoption of his resolution for a con- 
gressional investigation of alleged 
Mexican violations of American 
property rights, Representative 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of St. Louis 
denounced Mexico today as the first 
nation in the Pan-American Union 
“to succumb to the totalitarian and 
Communicstic principle that gives to 
the state absolute powers.” 


“Her surrender is the first breach 
in the dike of democracy,” Hen- 


nings said in a prepared speech to 
the House. “Her laws and conduct 
are the greatest menace that now 
confront the peace and security of 
this hemisphere because they re- 
sist and challenge the laws and jus- 
tice which govern these sister re- 
publics.” 


Hennings’ resolution calls for an 
investigation by a House committee 
to determine whether Mexico “has 
been or is now, through violations 
of the principles of international 
law, denying justice to citizens of 
the United States.” 

For “All Means” to Get Justice. 

He said he was seeking the in- 
vestigation “because serious charges 
of offenses by Mexico against the 
law of nations” had been filed in 
the Congress by citizens and be- 
cause it is in the public interest and 
in the interest of international 
comity that, if such charges be 
found true, the Congress should 
“take any and all means available 
under the Constitution to the end 
that commensurate justice be ob- 
tained.” 

“Mexico has shattered the legal 
foundation upon which present re- 
lations between the two countries 
was based in 1923,” Hennings said. 

“Seizures Grow Bolder.” 

“The structure of relations is now 
precariously maintained by diplo- 
matic props of one kind or another. 
Its collapse is threatened by the ac- 
celerating accumulation of 
plaints against Mexico arising from 
the seizure of American property in 
violation of the principles of inter- 
national law.” 

Hennings cited the “seizure” of 
‘American property beginning in 
1912 “when American railroad em- 
ployes were driven from their jobs 
and forced to return to the United 
States.” Next, he said,. American 
farmers lost their property.

Spectators Separate Them 
and Neither Seems Badly

JACKSON, Miss., May 3 (AP).— 
Gov. Paul B. Johnson of Missis- 
sippi, and Frederick Sullens, editor 
of the Jackson Daily News, bitter 
enemies for years, fought and rolled 
on the carpets of a crowded hotel 
lobby last night until pulled apart. 

Both emerged from the scrap 
bleeding, but neither, apparently 
was hurt seriously. Sullens suf- 
fered head cuts which doctors 
stitched. 

The 60-year-old Governor, who 
retired immediately to the execu- 
tive mansion, issued no statement 
but friends said that Johnson 
“caned” Sullens because the editor 
“has harassed, perecuted and em- 
barrassed the Governor and his 
family” since 1931. 

The 63-year-old editor said the 
Governor, “surrounded by a body- 
guard,” hopped from around a ho- 
tel pillar and made a “cowardly at- 
tempt to assassinate me from the 
rear” by hitting him on the head 
with a heavy cane. 

Witnesses said the two men 
grappled and the Governcr fe}l over 
a chair, breaking it. Sullens pounced 
upon the Governor, they related, 
and pummeled him in the face, 

The Governor and the editur 
fought bitterly during Johnson’s 
first two unsuccessful campaigns 
for the Governorship and in the 
preceding one last year, in which 
he was elected. 

After the 1931 campaign Johnson 
sued Sullens’ newspaper for libel 
and won a verdict under which 
Sullens was forced to print a front 
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Mississippi Governor and Editor

U. S. Agenis’ Secretly Taken 
Photos Shown to U.S. Grand 
Jury: in Oklahoma. 


MUSKOGEE, Ok., May 3 (AP). 
—Photographs snapped secretly by 
Federal agents furnished import- 
ant evidence leading to indictment 
of 169 persons on charges of con- 
spiring to transport liquor into 
dry Oklahoma, a United States Dis- 
trict Attorney ssid today. 

District Attorney C. A. Summers 
said the agents first took pictures 
of trucks and speedy coupes be- 
ing loaded with liquor in neighbor- 
ing wet states, then followed 
through with photographs of the 
same vehicles on trips into Okla- 
homa. 

Names of those indicted yester- 
day were withheld pending their 
arrest. Most were said to be pro- 
fessional liquor runners and deal- 
ers, and Summers declined to veri- 
fy a report that one was an Okla- 
homa millionaire who began liquor 
running “for fun.” The District 
Attorney said that, so far as he 
knew, the mass indictment was the 
largest ever returned for con- 
spiracy to violate Federal liquor 
laws in Oklahoma. 

Federal alcohol tax unit enforce- 
ment officers began taking a hand 
against wholesale bootleggers a 
year ago as a direct result of leg- 
islation sponsored by Gov. Phil- 
lips. Oklahoma now has a permit 
system for introduction of alcohol 
for scientific and mechanical pur- 
poses, and for sacramental wine. 
The law was a prerequisite for 
federal aid in damming the flow 
of illegal beverages into this State, 
dry since its constitution was 
framed in 1907.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 3. 
(AP).—The general conference of 
the Methodist Church was urged 
today to start a campaign to arouse 
public demand for return to na- 
tional prohibition. 

The recommendation to the 
Methodists was contained in a re- 
port by the Committee on the 
State of the Church, headed by 
Dr. Ernest F. Tittle of Evanston, 
Ill. Delegates were asked to adopt 
a resolution calling on the church 
to “labor for a voting majority of 
citizens over the country that 
would “demand a prohibition and 
make it effective.” 

The committee's report said: 

“Those who are tempted to de 
spair of return to prohibition can 
take heart from the fact that the 
trend in public sentiment is in that 
direction. 

“Society is insisting on larger 
control of production and will con- 
tinue so to insist. Many who are 
loud in their insistence that in- 
dustrial producers shall be hedged 
about by legal restrictions are 
equally loud in their demand that | 
in the realm of consumption the 
individal is to be free to do as he ~- 
pleases.” = 

Bishop Ralph S. Cushman of St. 
Paul, president of the Anti-Saloon - 
League, announced last night that 
groups would campaign for nation- 
al prohibition and said a $1,500,000 
drive fund would be raised short- 
ly. 

The league’s board of directors 
elected George W. Crabbe of Bal- 
timore, Md., executive secretary 
to direct activities throughout the 
nation. He has been superintend- 
ent of the Maryland Anti-Saloon 
League for 23 years. 

Bishop Cushman said, “when pro- 
hibition was repealed we saw the 
futility of trying to teach the pub- 
lic about the evils of the liquor 
traffic, and we relaxed, but un- 
doubtedly the public is now under- 
going a revulsion.” 


The Jersey County (Illinois)

The three ancient City Hall ele-

Theory That Ex- 
haustion Will 


Insure Peace Is 
Half-Truth. 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


HE view is widely held that at 
T the end of the war in Europe 

all the fighting nations will be 
completely exhausted: the van- 
quished will collapse in a revolu- 
tionary upheaval, and the nominal 
victors will be too weakened to 
move. 


Considering the vast destructive- 
ness of modern war, the predic- 
tion is so plausible that many are 
thinking it must be true; indeed 
there are many statesmen and pol- 
iticians who are basing their whole 
conception of the war upon it. 


I am venturing to suggest that 
the idea is one of those half-truths 
which are often more misleading 
than a total, and therefore a more 
obvious, untruth.

An initial reason for suspecting 
the unsoundness of the idea is that 
such contradictory and incongru- 
ous practical conclusions are being 
drawn from it. We are told that 
Soviet Russia is seeking to pro- 
long the war so that Bolshevism 
may triumph in an exhausted Eu- 
rope. 

We are also told that the se- 
curity of the United States cannot 
be impaired, no matter who wins 
the war in Europe, because the 
victors will be too exhausted to go 
cn, There is something very queer, 
it seems to me, about an idea 
which leads to these two conclu- 
sions, 

For on the one hand, it would 
follow that in order to save Eu- 
rope from Bolshevism a peace must 
be made at once and at any price; 
on the other hand, it would also 
follow that the longer the war 
lasts and the more thoroughly it 
exhausts the great Powers of Eu- 
rope, the more perfect will be the 
security of the United States. Are 
we, I wonder, really understand- 
ing the war when we find our- 
selves terrified that the exhaus- 
tion of the war will make Europe 
safe for Bolshevism and deeply 
reassured because it will make the 
Western Hemisphere safe for iso- 
lationism? 

There must be something—shall 
we say phony?—in a nation which 
leads to the conclusion that we 
must wish to stop the war in order 
to stop Bolshevism—and yet, that 
if we do not stop the war, we have 
nothing to fear because the result- 
ing exhaustion in Europe will make 
this hemisphere safe against ag- 
gression. 

The thing will not hold together. 
The same supposed outcome, name- 
ly the exhaustion of Europe is of- 
fered to us as a reason for being 
frightened and for being com- 
placent—frightened if the war 
goes on and yet complacent about 
the outcome. There is, I repeat, 
something phony about this view 


of the wat. 


It is phony because it is not true 
that this war is amy more likely 
than any other war to end with the 
victors in such a state of exhaus- 
tion that they cannot move. 

No doubt the victors will have 
suffered terrible losses, their sup- 
plies will be used up, their credit 
will be gone, their machinery worn 
out, their peoples hungry, cold and 
tired. But the wictor will have his 
victory, that is to say, he will have 
shattered the power of his ene- 
mies to resist him. 

Therefore, though in an absolute 
sense he may possibly be weaker 


than when he started the war, hav-/} 


ing less trained soldiers, less guns 
and airplanes and the like in a rela- 
tive sense—which is all that counts 
—he will be infinitely stronger. For 
if in a battle you lose three-quarters 
of your force, but you destroy your 
enemy, the quarter of 
your force is then ever 80 much 


more powerful in fact than was the 
whole original force. In this sense 
the victor is stronger at the end of 
a war than he was at the beginning. 
But what about the exhaustion of 
his resources and the depletion of 
his capital, the hungry misery of his 
people: will that not cause him to 
stop when -he has concluded ap 
? Not necessarily. If the 
victorious nation is hungry and yet,

BRITISH RUSHED ILL-EQUIPPED 
TROOPS TO NORWAY TO KEEP

According to my _ well-qualified 
informant, the Allied High Com- 
mand and intelligence services were 
both taken rudely by surprise by 
the Nazis’ wholesale invasion of 
Norway on April 9. In fact, it is 
stated that many British troops— 
which had been designed to go to 
Finland and had been held mobil- 
ized after the Finnish war ended 
—had been granted home leaves 
just before the Germans struck. 
As a result, some incomplete units 
are said to have been placed aboard 
ship and transports were rushed 
toward the Norwegian fjords with 
desperate haste. 


Political Objective. 

The British action in sending 
advance contingents without ar- 
tillery and other important equip- 
ment is explained in this quarter 
by the fact that London desired, 
at all costs, to preserve a front in 
Norway—and to give the harassed 
Norwegian Government proof of 
its active support. In this sense, 
the hurried dispatch of a few bat- 
talions of expeditionaries had more 
of a political objective than a 
military one. 

Apparently, the British goal was 
to get a few officers and men into 
the earliest possible contact with 
the defending Norwegian forces, 
and thus encourage an immediate 
declaration by King Haakon call- 
ing on his people to stand by the 
legal Government and resist. 

From this viewpoint, the risky 
landing of British advance con- 
tingents may be regarded as a 
political success even though their

Why British Failed. 

Of all the landing points in Nor- 
way it was the only one where no 
French troops were reported. It 
was the only one where no artil- 
lery was heard from, and the only 
one where superiority in the air 
was not only with the Germans, 
but was conceded to them without 
an effort to fight back. 

It sounds as though the Andals- 
nes force consisted of a single 
armored car company, which 
pushed in swiftly to show up at 
Lillehammer only a few days after 
the landing; then of some terri- 
torials or newly trained infantry, 
who tried to join the Norwegians 
across the German communication 
lines. They apparently found the 
Norwegian troops in the sector 
pretty much disorganized and were 
well beaten by the flash tactics of 
the German mechanized columns 
and air forces. That is, the opera- 
tion proved the failure the prob- 
abilities called for. 

The British simply did not land 


well-trained and well-equipped 
force that could have accomplished 
something.

CLEANING LABOR’S HOUSE. 


one of the important economic questions which ex- 
perts have been asking and, in many instances, ven- 
turing to answer. The answers proffered accuse 
labor and capital, jointly and severally. At several 
points in the country’s disappointing recovery story, 
when circumstances pointed to a building boom, the 
bright prospect suddenly died. Recovery slumped 
down into hope deferred. 

The death of promising construction revival has 
been charged, by expert diagnosis, to suffocating 
costs, brought about by prohibitive wage advances 
and by increased material prices. For the exces- 
sive wage scales, the building trades officers are 
responsible; for the prohibitive material prices, the 
contractors and supply people. Whether such action 
is the result of conspiracies in restraint of trade is 
a question of momentous importance to the whole 
country. The Government’s inquiry which is being 
conducted by Assistant Attorney-General Thurman 
Arnold is designed to ascertain the facts and the 


culpability. 


is up in arms against Arnold, The president of the 
AFL building trades department, John P. Coyne, 
speaks derisively of Arnold as a “school boy,” who 
is “hell bent for the destruction of organized labor,” 
and openly threatens political reprisal. And Matthew 
Woll, of precious high-tariff celebrity, compares 
Arnold’s procedure to “Hitlerism” and “sheer per- 
version of justice.” 
What has Arnold been guilty of to inspire such 
fulminations? He is on the trail of corrupt indus- 
trial practices, and if such practices are in viola- 
tion@of the anti-trust law, he purposes to invoke 
that law. What’s wrong about that? True, that 
law was enacted partly to protect labor, but the law 
never authorized labor to flout the law, and never 
contemplated such a thing. And if labor may 
claim such special privilege in the name of justice, 
may not the contractors with equal warrant claim 
the same privilege of organizing to restrain trade? 
Mr. Coyne makes an ingratiating gesture to say 
that he and his associates “hold no brief for indi- 
viduals who might be found guilty of corruption.” 
But their superior officer, President William Green 
of the AFL does, passively at least, condone cor- 
ruption in the high places of his organization. 
Here in St. Louis, in the case of the notorious John 
P. Nick, Green actively intervened in that racket- 
eer’s behalf. 
There are many darkly villainous characters in 
the. Federation’s roster, whose criminal convictions 
quite disqualify them for any position of power and 
responsibility. There is George Scalise, the one- 
time white slaver, now facing trial for extortion. 
There’s Willie Bioff, present address the Chicago 
jail, by way of payment for his pandering enter- 
prises. But from anything William Green has said 
within the public’s hearing, Nick, Scalise, Bioff 
and their brothers-in-graft are the salt of the earth. 
The American Federation of Labor and several of 
its subsidiaries have had ample time and burning 
incentive to clean house. The Government, in the 
Arnold prosecution, is undertaking to do what organ- 
ized labor has inexcusably neglected to do. It is a 
job that must be done in justice to honest union 
labor men, as typified in St. Louis by that fine old 
fighter, William Brandt. 
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The prospects now are that the deficit is going 
to short-change F. D. R.’s calculation. 
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THE MINERS OF MURPHYSBORO. 
It is gratifying to see that Southern Illinois is 
rapidly coming to understand St. Louis’ smoke prob- 
lem and the steps which have been taken to remove 
it. A few days ago, we reprinted editorials from 
the Marion Evening Post and the Illinois State Reg- 
ister at Springfield which conveyed the sympathetic 
understanding of the editors of those papers. Now 
representatives of 300 coal miners of Murphysboro 
have voted not to participate in a boycott against 
St. Louis merchants. 
This stand is to the interests of Southern Illi- 
nois miners as well as to ours. St. Louis does not 
want to go to Arkansas for smokeless fuel; it does 
so only temporarily as a stopgap because Illinois is 
not yet ready to provide the smokeless fuel we need 
in order to save our city. That condition doubtless will 
soon be met. In the meantime, Illinois will con- 
tinue to sell us the major part of our coal for use 
in furnaces which are equipped with smoke-elim- 
inating devices. The miners of Murphysboro are 
seeing things straight.

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LET MR. TAYLOR DO WHAT HE CAN. 
The General Conference of the Methodist Church, 
meeting at Atlantic City, has proposed the reéall of 
Myron C. Taylor as President Roosevelt’s representa- 
tive to the Vatican. 
This Protestant body announces its readiness “to 
join with the Roman Catholic church to promote 
world peace.” But it emphasizes its resistance to

HROUGHOUT the country today we find 
T: judiciary over-sensitive to public crit- 

icism; frequently using its power to 
crack down on those who dared to find fault 
with their decisions. 
* Declarations have been made that some 
members of the legal profession in Los An- 
geles and some other cities, have been urg- 
ing the courts to a more frequent use of 
their asserted powers of contempt as a 
means of restraining the press. 
Ralph Coghlan, editorial page editor of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, in addressing 
the eighteenth annual convention -of the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors, in 
Washington, stated: 
“It is manifest that if the legal profes- 
sion as a whole had exercised itself in behalf 
of reform of the judiciary and of criminal 
law, there would be no occasion for most 
of the newspaper criticisms which are pi- 
ously deplored as undermining respect for 
the courts.” 
Let it be said with credit to the Missouri 
Bar Association that it has indorsed just 
this sort of thing—a non-partisan court plan 
to take Missouri’s judiciary out of politics, 
sponsored by the Missouri Institute for the 
Administration of Justice, a state-wide or- 
ganization composed of both laymen and 
lawyers.

Plan for non-partisan selection of Missouri Judges after serving a 
trial period is acclaimed in editorial as a means of eliminating 
rulings that draw criticism from press; recommended to voters as 
protection of bench from political pressure and landslide elections.

3. After a brief trial period of at least 12 
months, the Judge must be voted on, and 
elected by the people in order to remain in 
the office to which he was appointed.

and qualifications of any Judge nominated 
and appointed under this plan before his 
name is permitted to go before the voters 


for retention or rejection.

Under the present primary and elective 
system, Judges have been and will continue 
to be nominated and elected—not so much 
on the basis of their qualifications, but upon 
their ability in appealing to the greatest 
number of people, often through the tricks 
of the practical politician. 

The plan applies to the following courts: 
The Supreme Court of Missouri, the three 
Courts of Appeals and to the Circuit and 
Probate courts of the City of St. Louis and 
of Jackson County, including Kansas City. 

The plan is optional as to all other cir- 
cuits, being subject to adoption by any cir- 
cuit, whenever the voters of such circuit 
elect to have the plan. 

In actual practice, under the present sys- 
tem, and particularly in our large cities, 
Judges are frequently nominated and elected 
by a few persons holding the balance of po- 
litical power. This is not so much the case 
in rural circuits, because the people there 
are better able to learn the qualifications 
of judicial candidates. A case in point is 
Pettis County, where voters, regardless of 
politics, honor and respect Judge Dimmitt 
Hoffman, as conscientious and qualified as 
any who have sat upon the bench in this 
circuit. 

Yet the non-partisan court plan should re- 
ceive the favorable consideration of the 


voters in this area because, by its adoption, 
it will tend to place the judiciary of Mis- 
souri, particularly in the higher courts, on 
an elevated plane above the reach of grasp- 
ing politics. 


Betrayal of the Hot Dog 


O long that the memory of man runneth 
not to the contrary, the Republican party 
has been telling the world that it is the 
upholder of “the American way.” Long and 
loud, spokesmen of the Grand Old Party 
have denounced the New Deal as a subver- 
sive movement designed to undermine every 
American institution, 

Fine words, those are, fine indeed. But 
oftentimes actions speak louder than words. 
And what is the G. O. P. itself doing in the 
way of subversive undermining?

If there is one universal, all-pervading, 
non-sectional symbol of American democ- 
racy, it is the hot dog.

OF THE STUDENTS thus exposed to the temptation of 


' erasing and raising their grades, 30 per cent made at least 


one erasure, while 25 per cent of the students changed from 
two to seven answers in order to give themselves a higher 
score. This is downright cheating in any language! It is dis- 
honesty of a serious sort and among university students! Prof. 
Webb deserves commendation for this interesting objective test 
of dishonesty among college students. 

His results, however, are a tragic commentary upon the 
moral laxity and decline of personal integrity among those 
college trained men and women who are supposed to set an 
example of probity and honor before the less educated mem- 
bers of society in the communities where they will reside.

HOW CAN we expect to have government officials honest 
and upright when apparently 30 per cent of our students enter 
college as crooks? I am obviously not mincing words. A col- 
lege crook will later become a political crook if opportunity 
presents itself. Crooks are crooks, whether they embezzle from 
a bank, or purloin higher grades from their college professor, 
There is no half-way point in honesty. 3 

It is high time we adults did some searching self-analysis 
to learn why 30 per cent of the children from supposedly better 
homes are reaching adulthood with criminal habits instead of 
entrenched honesty and probity. Criminality develops by 
repetition of wrong actions. If parents ignore these misdeeds 
in their offspring, then these same parents are guilty of mal- 
practice of parenthood. ; 

Errors of omission are just as serious as errors of com- 
mission when rearing children. If you permit’ your child to 
cheat or renege from his just obligations, you have helped 
train him in criminality just as definitely as if you purposely 
taught him to steal milk in the early dawn from a neighbor's 
back porch, or‘to filch newspapers from the honor stands.

Failure Is His Dish

HERE’S a disease raging 
T through America these days 

which is rapidly assuming epi- 
demic proportions. It’s more vicious 
than the devastating “hoof-and- 
mouth” plague; in fact, I suspect 
it may be a variation of the same 
blight since it certainly affects the 
same parts—and how! I refer to 
that aspect of human orneriness 
which the psychologists call “de- 
featism.” 


There’s nothing new about de- 
featism. Grandma didn’t have the 
name for it, but she knew its every 
symptom, for cowards, meanies and 
loafers have made a racket of de- 
featism since the world began. 


Defeatism doesn’t mean that 
you've tried and been licked. It 
means that you haven’t tried—and 
don’t intend to—but are collecting a 
lot of profit by going around and 
licking your wounds before you 
have any. 

A defeatist isn’t sorry because he 
hasn’t won out. He’d be mad as 
hops if he did, for failure is his 
dish. Bad breaks and the blues 
are his favorite theme songs.

NEW YORK, May 3. 
HEN Leland Stowe, “ar pole 
respondent who has twice 
scooped the world in connec- 
tion with the German invasion of 
Norway, boarded the Yankee Clip- 
per last Sept. 11 on his way to cov- 
er the European war for the Chi- 
cago Daily News, the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and other papers 
he could not foresee that he would 
find himself the Only correspond- 
ent trailing the British expedition- 
ary force through Norwegian snows 
on foot. But if such a necessity 
was to arise Lee, as his friends 
call him, was equipped to meet it. 

For Lee has one of the most 
necessary requisites of a news- 
paper man, an uncanny ability to 
get around in strange places. 

In this ability to get places in a 
hurry he is aided by two things. 
Although of medium height and 
only 40 years old, Stowe has a 
heavy shock of snow white hair 
which gives him a dignified appear- 
ance. When solemn dignity fails 
to impress some foreign official 
who is trying to bar his progress, 
Lee begins to grin. If the grin 
shows signs of breaking the ‘ice, he 
starts to joke and breaks into his 


_deep and heatry laugh. This usual- 


ly breaks down the barriers and 
Lee goes on his way. 

Another asset is his ability to 
handle languages. He has been 
covering international stories for 
So long that there are few places 
where he cannot make himself un- 
derstood. He speaks, French flu- 
enfly and can get along in Span- 
ish and Italian. In 1933 when he 
was assigned to cover the Reichs- 
tag fire trial at Leipzig for the 
New York Herald Tribune, the 
fact that he couldn’t speak Ger- 
man didn't scare him a bit. He 
started boning up as the trial pro- 
gressed and in three weeks he 
could understand enough to know 
what was going on. 

Stowe was born in Southbury, 
Conn., on Nov. 10, 1899, and ob- 
tained his B. A. degree at Wes- 
leyan University, Middletown, Conn., 
in 1921. It was there, at the age 
of 18, that he held his first news- 
paper job. He was campus cor- 
respondent for the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican.

N leaving college he had made 
QO» his mind on a newspaper ca- 

reer. He immediately went to 
work as a reporter on the Worcest- 
er (Mass.) Telegram. The next year 
he joined the city staff of the old 
New York Herald, continuing on 
the staff of the New York Herald 
Tribune after the merger in 1924. 
His first European newspaper ex- 
perience came in 1926, when he 
went to France as assistant Paris 
correspondent for the Herald Trib- 
une, 

There he was assistant to Wilbur 
Forrest. When Forrest returned to 
the United States in 1927 to become 
assistant editor of the Herald 
Tribune, Stowe became the Paris 
correspondent. In 1936 he returned 


-to do special writing for the Her- 


ald Tribune and “to cover such” 
things as a couple of Pan Amer- 
ican conferences, one in Chile and 
one at Buenos Aires, and political 
assignments. 

In 1929 Stowe was awarded the 
Pulitzer Prize for the best example 
of correspondence during the year.

Since Lee pulled his two scoops 
in Norway, one on the German 
invasion of Oslo and the other on 
the defeat of the advance British 
forces, he often has been referred 
to as “The man who was too old 
to cover a war.” Newspaper col- 
umnists have mentioned it and it 
has been written about in maga- 
zines and told in radio broadcasts. 

With his long record of covering 
international news stories, Lee felt 
that he would be a logical choice 
to be sent abroad. On the day that 
the Allies declared war on Ger- 
many he discussed it with Mrs. 
Stowe. They agreed that he would 
never be happy unless he went. She 
told him to see what he could do 
about it. 

Reaching the Herald Tribune of- 
fice, Stowe found everybody who 
was not handli~g or writing copy 
talking about the new war in Eu- 
rope. Lee entered into a conversa- 
tion with Wilbur Forrest, whose 
assistant he had been back in the 
old days in Paris. Stowe brought 
up the question of his chances of 
going abroad to cover the war. 
Forrest laughed. 

“We're too old to cover 
war, Lee,” he told him.

EE was greatly disappointed. 
| Re had his mind set on covering 

the war and he took the remark 
to heart. He was sitting at his desk 
thinking it over a few hours later 
when he received a telegram. It 
was from Col. Frank Knox, editor 
of the Chicago Daily News, who 
wanted to know whether Stowe 
would like to go abroad to cover 
the war for the News and other 
American newspapers. ‘It was Sun- 
day and Stowe couldn’t cash a 
check so he went to the restaurant 
and bar next door to the Herald 
Tribune office. There he obtained 
$100 from the proprietor. 

That night Lee was on his way 
to Chicago. Stowe and Col. Knox 
conferred only a few minutes be- 
fore the deal was made. 

Later Forrest explained that the 
discussion in which he made the 
remark was an informal one and 
that Stowe had not made a formal 
request to be sent abroad. He 
made the remark, Forrest said, in 
a bantering manner and had not 
meant Lee in particular, but that 
he, himself, and others who were 
correspondents in the first World 
War were too old to cover this one. 
He said that it was a logical mis- 
interpretation on Stowe’s part. 

At any rate, Stowe felt that he 
might not be sent by the Herald 
Tribune and leaped at the Chi- 
cago offer. 

Although there has been con- 
siderable written and said about 
Stowe since his two Norway 
scoops, there is one person here 
who expressed disappointment over 
his work. That person is his 
10-year-old son, Alan. 

When Alan was shown copies of 
the New York Post with his fa- 
ther’s name over the stories in 
very large type he became very 
proud. He took the papers and 
showed them to his friends, saying, 
“That’s my Pop.” When the copies 
of the Chicago Daily News arrived 
at the Stowe home later, Alan 
grabbed them immediately. His 
father’s name was there all right 
but it was in much smaller type 
than that he had seen in the Post. 
Alan shook his head commiserat- 
ingly.

HERE is more to making a 
T nome than meets the eye. The 

‘co-opération of every member 
of the family is necessary. One 
laggard, one slacker, and the whole 
place is upset, the atmosphere 
strained, the machienry stalled. 
Children are the worst offenders, 
of course, because they do not 
understand how important their 
part in the scheme is. They have 
to be housebroken. 

1 have never met the child who 
did not throw his night clothes 
on. the floor, leave the bathroom 
in a mess and go serenely on his 
way. Boy or girl, it is the same 
until somebody takes the strong 
stand that forces personal respon- 
sibility for neatness. 

Even after considerable training 
and seeming success in these par- 
ticulars, the children fall back into 
untidiness and carelessness if not 
held to the standard. That means 
that somebody has to take an hour 
or more to pick up after them. An 
hour out of @ working day in the 
household is a great deal of time, 
and very expensive in terms of 
nerves and harmony of spirit. 

What can one do with a teen- 
age son or daughter, who heedless- 
ly goes to school leaving this scene 
of disorder behind him?

HERE is one pitfall that can 
Tes the most expert bidding 
team. I refer to “duplication of 
values.” Consider a hand such as 
today’s. North and South arrived 
at a grand slam contract by bid- 
ding of which the most captious or 
conservative critic scarcely could 
fail to approve; yet, success de- 
pended on a finesse, a factor which 
theoretically never should be pres» 
ent in a grand slam contract, 
North, dealer.

Bid by bid, both North and South 
expressed their values accurately 
and intelligently. North’s opening 
club bid needs little comment. With 
five honor tricks and excellent dis- 
tribution (unless South's only 
length happened to be in hearts) 
North had almost an opening two- 
bid, his potential losers being only 
slightly in excess of his honor 
tricks. South made the normal and 
natural one-over-one spade response 
which, obviously enough, | fitted 
North’s hand to a T. North im- 
plied that this was so, revealed 
more about his distribution and top 
strength, and searched for further 
information by now making a jump 
reverse bid in diamonds. South's 
three spade bid was shrewdly cal- 
culated. Although South had much 
more than North could suspect from 
the first one-over-one response, 
there was no need to “tell all” at 
this stage. South wisely guessed 
that the most important informa- 
tion he could convey at this time 
was that he had a five-card spade 
suit. Obviously, this was all that 
North wanted to know as far as a 
small slam contract was concerned. 
Even if South’s hand was pitifully 
weak and contained little except 
five spades to the jack, favorable 
distribution or a queen in the minor 
suits might easily be enough for 12 
tricks. 

It would have been futile for 
North to inquire about South’s aces 
because if he discovered that South 
had an ace (presumably the spade 
ace), North still would be unable 
to bid more than a small slam, 
since there might be a losing club 
or diamond; whereas, if North dis- 
covered that South had no ace, a 
small slam would still be an excel- 
lent gamble. I do not think there 
can be the slightest question about 
North’s jump to six spades. And 
now we come to South’s final ac- 
tion. Surely, the reasoning that 
made him bid a grand slam was 
unimpeachable. He not only had 
an additional ace that he had not 
announced previously, but also had 
the jack and 10 of one of North's 
suits. If North felt, on the basis 
of the information South previous- 
ly had given, that there must be a 
splendid play for a small slam, 
South had every right to feel that 
he could supply an extra trick. 

But, although it is difficult to 
find anything censursable about the 
bidding, the fact remains that 
South’s grand slam contract de- 
pended on the favorable position 
of the diamond queen. North had 
reasoned, logically enough, that 
South must hold a doubleton in 
either minor and hoped that it 
would be clubs, which would per- 
mit the club suit to be established 
by ruffing. He.based this hope and 
belief on the fact that, since he was 
void of hearts, South must have 
several. If South had three or four 
(with corresponding shortness in 
the minors) he could easily ruff out 
the losing hearts. As it was, in or- 
der to get rid of his losing club, 
he had to take the diamond finesse. 
In my opinion it was no more than 
just that this was “right” and that 
13 tricks became a laydown.
